Nine Lives Lost in Train 
Wreck at Pierson, Mich. 


NINE MORE BADLY 


INJURED. 


MANY OTHERS SUPPOSED TO RE 
BURIED IN WRECKE. 


Two Heavily Loaded Passenger Trains 
Crash Together Owing to Misun- 
derstanding of Orders by En- 
gineers and Heavy Fog. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 15.—The 
northbound Northland express, which left 
this city at 4:05 a. m., and southbound pas- 
Benger train No. 2, due here at 6 a. m., col- 
lided in the dense fog of the early morning 
at Pierson, 29 miles north of Grand Rapids. 
Nine lives were lost and many passengers 
injured, one probably fatally and eight or 
more seriously. Both engines and the bag- 
gage cars were completely demolished. 

The killed, as far as known, are:

Six bodies have been taken from the wreck 
and it is believed that the bodies of sev- 
eral others are still buried in the mass of 
broken iron and wood. Eight persons were 
taken to the hotel at Pierson. 

Men are at work endeavoring to reach the 
dead and injured who are still imprisoned. 
Several physicians accompanied the wreck- 
ing train to the scene. 

A telephone message from Pierson says 
that the engineers and firemen of both 
trains were killed as well as five other per- 
sons. The express train was

They said 
their good-bys with well-feigned happiness 
to Mrs& McGrath, their nearest neighbor, 
and, as the driver cracked his whip and 
the vehicle went rapidly around the cor- 
ner, there was nothing about them to in- 
dicate the test of grief to which they 
were being placed. 

But once out of sight of the neighbors, 
they broke down and sobbed as though 
their hearts were breaking. 

The sun was setting as they passed 
through the poorhouse portals and it 
seemed to them as though the great day 
—, indeed, ended and the great night 
set 4n. 

Ward was 73 years old Tuesday. His wife 
is three years younger. They have been 
married fifty years and are greatly at- 
tached to each other. Ward has owned 
several farms in Missoumt, and was at 
one time in good circumstances. 

Reverses of fortune came, and ill health 
followed. That was two years ago. After 
his debts were cleared, only a paltry sum 
was left. He and his wife came to St. 
Louis and have been living on the bal- 
ance since. They have two sons and two 
daughters. They do not know the where- 
abouts of the sons, but one of the daugh- 
ters lives in Moberly and aonther in Cleve- 
land, O. Ward says they would help him 
if they could.

CHIEF CAMPBELL’S ANSWER TO A 
PLAIN QUESTION. 


SLOT MACHINES NOT SPOILED. 


Police Say They Are Determined to 
Close Out Gambling Devices, but 
the Machines Go Back. 


Chief Campbell stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch Wednesday that he would keep up the 
raiding of slot machines as long as he was 
at the head of the police department, and he 
had hopes of eventually driving them from 
the city.- 

“‘Many of the machines and their owners 
have been arrested,’’ said Chief Campbell. 
‘“‘Most of them have been sent to the police 
courts, where they have been dealt with as 
the courts saw fit. Fines have been as- 
sessed in some instances, and sometimes 
the men have been allowed to go on the pay- 
ment of costs. In many instances the pro- 
prietors of the machines get their property 
back, and the machines are installed again 
in the same saloons from which they were 
taken. Of course we take possession of thé 
machines in the first place, but we have to 
turn them~over to the marshals when the 
cases are sent to court. The marshals, of 
course, can 
them. We absolutely have nothing to do 
with them.” 

‘Does not the new police law permit the 
police to destroy these machines?” the chief 
was asked. 

‘“Yes,’’ was the reply. 

‘‘None have yet been destroyed by the po- 
lice, have they?”

“Ask the president of the board that ques- 
tion. I cannot answer it. I wish they would 
destroy the machines. The new law pro- 
vides that these machines a be taken be- 
fore the president of the po.ice board and

should not be condemned as gambling de- 
vices and destroyed by order of the presi- 
dent of the board. 

“I have had no orders to pursue this plan 
with reference to the machines. Personally 
I think this is the proper way to dispese of 
the question, for when a machine is once de- 
stroyed we will not have to arrest it again.”’

TRANSIT MEN KNEW THEM. 


CHIEF DESMOND BUSY GATHER- 
ING EVIDENCE. 


Police Summons Issued Against Two 
Women on a Charge of Having 
Made Threats Against 
Others. 


Conductor L. A. Swan and Motorman 
Emil Jensen at noon Wednesday positively 
identified Brennan and Northway as. the 
men who placed the dynamite on the track 
last Thursday that damaged a car on the 
Seventh street line at Seventh and Pesta- 
lozzi streets. 

“It was at 9:12 o’clock last Thursday 
night that the car on which I was mo- 
torman was blown up,”’ said Jensen. “Our 
car was going north and I was on the look- 
out for trouble. When we approached Sev- 
enth and Pestalozzi streets I saw two men 
go to the track and place something on it. 
I slowed up and watched the two men. I 
got a good look at them. They are the 
same two men I saw in Chief Desmond's 
office this morning and who the police said 
were Northway and Brennan. 

“I slowed up, so that the explosion was 
not nearly so great as it would have been 
had I kept up the high rate of speed. As 
it was there was only one stick of the dy- 
namite to explode. Two sticks were placed 
on the track and the other was picked up 
after the car passed. 

“I did not want it to appear to them that 
the car had been damaged by the explo- 
sion. I did not want to give them that 
satisfaction. The car wheel was cracked, 
but I made the trip up and down and back 
again before I turned in the car.”’ 

olice court summonses were issued 
against Mrs. Mary Schwartz and Mrs. Mary 
Connolly on charges of disturbing the peace. 
These summonses were procured by Sergt. 
Dowdall on order from Chief Desmond as 
the result of Miss Emily Heisler’s visit to 
the Four Courts on Tuesday, as told by the 
Post-Dispatch.

“The car had not stopped when a man 
stepped on the rear platform where I 
stood. I had never seen this man before 
to my knowledge. But he was so close 
to me that I had so good a look at him that 
I could never forget him.

“Saying this, he jumped from the car 
and ran away. There were some police ar- 
riving of the scene in a moment after this, 
but I could not tell them in what direction 
the man had gone.”

They Were Only 27 Miles From the Capital Last 
Saturday and Meeting Little Opposition. 


NEWS COMES FROM GEN. CHAFFEE 
AND THE BRITISH COMMANDER 


Washington Officials Think the Besieged Foreigners 
Will Be Surrendered as the First Step of China 


Toward Making Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The navy department early this morning made 
public a dispatch from Admiral Remey, announcing the arrival of Gen. Chaffee 
at Matow, the next town of importance after Ho Si Wu, which the Americans 
occupied with slight opposition, on the 9th inst. 

The date of Chaffee’s arrival at Matow is uncertain. It is taken at the navy 
department to mean that Matow was occupied on the llth, and that the opposi- 
tion was slight, both on the road and in taking the town. 

Matow is not a walled city and no serious opposition was expected there. It 
is about 11 miles by road from Matow to Ching Chia Wan, which is really the 
suburb of the walled city of Tung Chow and the key to the gates of Pekin. 

If Gen. Chaffee was at Matow on the llth it is quite possible that by today 
he is either in possession of Tung Chow or engaged with the Chinese army that 
it was thought might make a stand beh ind its walls. 

The allied forces should now be encamped outside the walls of Pekin, if not 
within the city, unless a halt was made at Tung Chow to map outa plan of action, 


MAY BE OUTSIDE

Gen. Chaffee has been fully advised of every step taken by this government, 
and has been instructed to arrange for a cessation of hostilities should the Chi- 
nese accede to the demands of the United States that the allied forces be placed 
in communication with imperial troops for the rescue of the ministers.

WOULD PROVE 
HARRISES BEGAN IT. 


THE PROSECUTION’S WITNESSES 
SHOWED DOOLEYS CAME PRE- 
PARED FOR TROUBLE. 


First Witness for Defense Thought 
Harrises Began the Shooting, but 
Was Not Positive—Other Tes- 
timony Ruled Out.

FARMINGTON, Mo., Aug. 15.—The 4de- 
fense began introducing testimony this 
morning at the preliminary trial of the 
three Dooley boys, Joe, Leslie and Bill, for 
the killing of Wes Harris and the wounding 
of two other Harris boys at the Doe Run 
picnic Aug. 4. 

Prosecuting Attorney Hensley by a dozen 
witnesses has sought to prove that the Doo- 
leys began the fight and came to the picnic 
for the purpose of killing off the Harris 
family. 

According to the evidence introduced by 
the state Wes Harris was the only one of 
his family who was armed. Before he was 
killed he shot William Dooley, the old man, 
and John Dooley, one of the four boys. Old 
man Dooley was hit three times and John 
twice, the evidence showing that Wes Har- 
ris backed away from the three remaining 
Dooleys pcursing their fire. Harris took 
refuge behind a big oak tree after being 
wounded three times and continued firin 
at Joe and Leslie Dooley, who stood behin 
the wagon 15 feet away, shooting at Harris. 

Joe Dooley during Harris’ retreat se- 
cured a Winchester from his wagon and 
brought down Harris with a bullet in the 
head. Bill Harris, who had not heard of the 
shooting, rode up on horseback. Joe and 
Les Dooley began firing at him. Harris 
turned his horse and tried to get away. 
Taking a Winchester from the wagon Les 
Dooley mounted his horse and pursued Bill 
Harris down hill, firing three shots from 
horseback. 

Harris tried to ride his horse across a 
frail footbridge that spanned a deep ditch. 
The horse broke through the bridge and 
Harris took to his feet and escaped. In the 
meantime the Dooleys had shot Jim and 
Frank Harris, who, being unarmed, had 
run. Both were badly wounded. 

Jack Matkins testifies that he was talk-

PRESBYTERIAN FAITH REVISION 


Committee on Confession of Faith, In- 
cluding Dr. Nicolls of St. Louis, 
Is Now at Work at Saratoga.

HOW TO MAKE PICKLES. 


PICCALLILI.—One peck of green toma- 
toes, one cup of salt, six small onions, one 


large head of celery, two cups of brown 
sugar, one teaspoonful of white pepper, one 
teaspoonful ot ground cinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful of ground allspice, one tablespoon- 
ful of mustard, two quarts of vinegar. Chop 
the tomatoes, mix the salt with them thor- 
oughly and let them stand ever night. In 
the morning pour off the water and chop 
the onion and celery. Mix the sugar, pep- 
per, cinnamon and mustard. Put in a porce- 
lain kettle a layer of tomatoes, onion, cele- 
ry and spices and so on till all is used, and 
cover with the vinegar. Cook slowly all 
day, or until the tomatoes are soft. 


STUFFED PEPPERS.—Select large, bell- 
shaped peppers. Remove and save the tops, 


with the stems, and take out all the seeds. } 


Stand the peppers upright in a large bowl, 
put a teaspoonful of salt in each, cover 
with cold water and allow to stand for 24 
hours. The filling consists of two quarts 
of finely chopped cabbage, a half cuptul of 
grated horseradish, a quarter pound of 
white mustard seed, three teas wonfuls of 
celery seed and two tablespoon uls of salt. 
Put the mixture into the pepper, leaving 
room at the top of each for a small onion 
and a very small cucumber. Tie the tops 
on securely, put them in a jar and cover 
with cold vinegar. 


SIWEET POTATO PICKLE.—One peck of 
green tomatoes and six large onions, sliced. 


Sprinkle with one cupful of salt, and let 
them stand over night. In the morning 
drain. Add to the tomatoes two quarts of 
water and one of vinegar. Boil 15 min- 
utes, then drain again and throw the vine- 
gar and water away. Add to the pickle two 
pounds of light brown sugar, two quarts of 
vinegar, two tablespoonfuls of clove, one 
of allsvice. two of mustard. two of cina- 
mon and one teaspoonful cayenne, or, bet- 
ter still, one green pepper cut into inch 
pieces. Boll 15 minutes, or until the toma- 


toes are tender. 


CHOW-CHOW.—Cut into pieces one-half 
peck of green tomatoes, two large cab- 


bages, 15 onions and 2% cucumbers. Mix 
them together and pack them in layers 
with salt; let them stand for 12 hours, then 
drain off the brine and cover them with 
vinegar and water, and let them stand an- 
other 12 hours Drain off the vinegar and 
cover them with one and one-half gallons 
of scalding hot vinegar which has been 
botled a few minutes with one pint of 
grated horseradish, one-half pound of mus- 
tard seed, one ounce of celery seed, one-

MANGOES.—Take small green muskme!l- 


ons or cantalopes. Cut a small squ; "

PICKLED WALNUTS.—Gather the wal-” 
nuts when well grown, but stil] soft enough 
to be pierced through with a needle. Run a 
heavy needle through them several! times 
and place them in strong brine, using as 
much salt as the water will absorb Let 
them remain in brine for a week or ten 
days and change the brine every other day 
then drain the nuts and expose them in the 
air until they have turned Dlack. Pack them 
in jars and cover them with boiling hot vin- 
egar, prepared as follows: To a galion of 
ginger add an ounce each of ginger root 
mace, allspice and cloves and two ounces ot 
pepper-cornes; boil them together for ‘ten 
minutes and strain out the nuts. Let them 
Stand a month before using.

PICKLED CAULIFLOWERS.—Two cau- 
liflowers, cut up, one pine of small onions 
three medium-sized red peppers.

|BILL WILL BE INTRODUCED TO 
RE-ESTABLISH IT. 


ISECRET BALLOTING A FARCE. 


|Powerful Influences Interested in Puri- 
fication of the Ballot Reported 
Behind the Measure. 


Tom L. Cannon, secretary of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, is authority for the 
statement that at the next session of the 
gtate Legislature there will be introduced a 
bill which in effect provides for an open or 
viva voce ballot at all elections and pri- 
martes in the three big cities of the state. 


The proposed law will provide that the 
names of all candidates’ of all parties shall 
be printed in a book, opposite a space left 
blank for the name, address and the name 
of an indorser of the voter. 

When the voter enters the polling place 
he shall give his name and address. If his 
vote is challenged he must find someone to 
indorse him. The voter’s name and address 
and the name and address of the indorser 
@re then written in the book. 

Opposite his name the names of all the 
candidates. The voter shall then announce 
to the clerk the names of the candi- 
dates for whom he wishes to vote, 
and they are indicated as he names them, 
all the balance being scratched. 

This is practically a return to the old sys- 
tem of open voting, by which the voter sim- 
ply called out the names of his candidates 
and they were tallied in the presence of all 
those about the polling place. It, of course, 
destroys the secrecy of the ballot. 

“This method,” said Mr. Cannon to the 
Post-Dispatch, “provides a free open bal- 
lot to every man entitled to it. Secrecy of 
ballot has always been used for corrupt 
| purposes in the cities. The law will pro- 
.vide that any person voting illegally or in- 
dorsing an illegal voter shall be guilty of 
*a felony. In the case of a primary it will 
make the use of ‘Indians’ impossible. The 
bill will be introduced and pushed by pow- 
erful influences that are interested in seeing 
the ballot purified in the great cities. An- 
other advantage of the law is that it does 
away with the expensive and cumbersome 
election machinery now necessary.’’
